sharing commuters saved 
more than $1 million in com- 
muting costs last year, and 
“eignificantly” decreased the 
amount of pollutants emitted 
into the air. 
“The increase in the number 
of car pools and van pools 
translated into a reduction of 
almost 18 million single-occu- 
pant-vehicle miles traveled, 
which kept several tons of car- 
bon monoxide, volatile organic 
compounds and nitrogen oxides 
out of the are over St. Louis 
during the past year,’’ Smith 
said. 

‘The program, which serves a 
seven-county area on both 
sides of the Mississippi River, 
is funded primarily through 
Federal Highway Administra- 
tion Congestion Mitigation Air 
Quality grants and is adminis- 
tered’ by the Madison County 
Transit District.

Hampton had plenty of death row company

Lloyd Wayne Hampton was 


not alone on Illinois’ ‘‘death 
row.” 

In fact, he had plenty of 
company. 


Before his execution last 
week, Hampton, 44, was one of 
158 death row inmates being 
housed at three state prisons 
And while he had spent more 
than seven years on death row, 
it was the shortest stay in the 
state. 

Records from the Illinois 
Department of Corrections 
show that 79 inmates had been 
there longer than Hampton. 
The longest is 18 years, a 
record held by John Szabo, 
convicted of four counts of 
murder in Will County 

Andre Jones, 41, convicted of 
four counts of murder in St. 
Clair County, is fast approach- 
ing the 18-year mark. Jones 
came to Menard penitentiary’s 
death row in April 1980, con- 
victed of three counts of mur- 
der. 

Jones is one of six St. Clair 
County inmates currently on 
death row. Anthony Mitchell 
and Terrance Towns were add- 
ed in 1990, Bobby Williams in 
1996, and Maynard McCallister 
and Paris Sims in 1997. 

While it took a conviction on 
only one count of murder to 
get McCallister to death row, 


he actually had been charged 
with five counts of first-degree 
murder and one count of 
attempted homicide. One of 
the murder charges was from 
Madison County stemming 
from the December 1995 mur- 
der of Collinsville resident 
James Greer. 

Hampton, who pleaded guilty 
to the brutal murder of 69- 
year-old Troy resident Roy 
*“Jasper’’ Pendleton in 1990, 
was one of three from Madison 
County. Sherrell Towns and 
Remon Williams, two of 
men convicted of murdering 
five men in Eagle Park Acres 
in November 1994, have been 
on death row since 1995. 

While Madison and St. Clair 
County inmates make up Jess 
than 6 percent of the death 
row population, more than 50 
percent of death row inmates 
come from Cook County 
That’s not surprising for an 
area that includes Chicago and 
has the state’s largest ypula- 
tion of more than 5.1 million. 

Hampton was the 
inmate to be executed since 
1990. Of those, he was the third 
to be killed as a result of a 
local crime. 

Charles Walker, who died by 
lethal injection Sept. 12, 1990, 
was the first Illinois inmate to 
be executed since 1962. Walker 
was convicted of the June 1993 
murders of a_ young engaged 
couple along the banks of Sil-

Depression strikes any age, any time

Depression is treatable in 85 percent of 
cases, but two-thirds of the estimated 17 
million Aniericans suffering from the ill- 
ness do not seek treatment, according to 
an excerpt from Psychiatry in General 
Practice. 

“People will realize they’re depressed, 
but think it’s something they should han- 
dle themselves,’’ said Kevin Miller, direc- 
tor of adult psychiatry at the Saint Louis 
University School of Medicine. 

Depression comes in three forms: mild, 
moderate and major. Symptoms of mild 
depression include sadness and crying, 
loss of interest and enjoyment in life 
poor concentration and memory, low se! 
esteem, trouble sleeping, lack of appetite 
and low sex drive. 

Moderate depression has the same 
symptoms to a greater degree and makes 
working and socializing more difficult. 

Symptoms of major depression include 
slowed thought and movement, guilt, sui- 
cidal thoughts and delusional or psychotic 
behavior. The severely depressed are usu- 
ally unable to work or socialize

Depression can be caused by physical 
illness, chronic pain and some paeeerigs 
tion drugs. Low levels of the neurotrans- 
mitter serotonin is also linked to depres- 
sion. Depression can also be triggered by 
traumatic experiences and stress. 

“It’s hard to talk about cause with any 

psychiatric illness,’’ Miller said. 

ss the United States, 10 to 18 percent of 
the population will experience lepression 
at least once. About 10 percent of peone 
65 and over will experience major depres- 
sion, but 90 percent fail to seek treat- 
ment. 

Urban dwellers, the unemployed, single 

arents and child abuse victims are at 
igh risk of developing depression. 

“There isn’t any built-in increase in risk 
from poverty, but anything that is a 
stressor in a person's life can be a risk 
factor,’’ Miller said. 

In the elderly, bereavement of a loved 
one in the past six months and loneliness 
necessarily from living alone are 
risk factors. 


Women are more frequently diagnosed 
with depression although men may be 
misdiagnosed or less willing to seek treat- 
bey Men are more likely to commit sui- 
cide. 

Barriers to treatment include social 
stigma, doubts about the effectiveness 
and safety of medication and the hope- 
lessness and lack of initiative caused by 
the illness. 


Mild depression is typically treated by 
having a patient work out problems with 
a therapist. Moderate and major depres- 
sion are usually treated with a combina- 
tion of therapy and drugs.

malignant (cancerous) After

er risk of being cancerous. 

Most ovarian cysts are the 
end result of ovulation, or the 
monthly release of an egg as 
part of the reproductive cycle. 
The fluid sac surrounding the 
egg may not dissolve normal- 
ly, and instead take about one 
to’ three menstrual cycles to 
shrink and disappear. This 
type of functional cyst is con- 
sidered normal and will soon 

© away in most instances. 

Other benign cysts may be 
filled with hair or skin tissue 
(dermoid systs) or may devel- 
op from ceils on the surface of 
your ovary (cystadenoma). An 


however. 

Benign cysts are not life- 
threatening and they generally 
do not spread. They do need to 
be observed by a gynecologist 
and possibly treated, however, 
because they may continue to 
grow and cause problems. 
Larger cysts run the risk of 
becoming twisted at the stem, 
which cuts off their blood sup- 
ply and cause pain 

Treatment of ovarian cysts 
is based on their size and 
appearance, along with your 
age, state of health, and child- 
bearing plans. First, the physi- 
cian must assess the likelihood 





that the cyst is benign and that 


it is not likely to cause an 
immediate problem. 

If you have a small cyst that 
is not causing any symptoms, 
your gynecologist may decide 
to observe it for two or three 
menstrual cycles 

When symptoms, such as 
severe pain or bleeding are 
present, or a malignancy is 
Suspected, the cyst will usually 
have to be surgically removed 
Depending on its size and 
whether the cyst is benign or 
malignant, it may be possible 
to leave the ovary intact 

If you have had ovarian 
cysts in the past, you are sus- 
ceptible to recurrence 

For proble systs, treatment 
is most successful when begun 
at an early stage. All women 
Should have regular pelvic 
exams as recommended by 
their doctor.

on demise of 
shooting in 
basketball 


When asked by two lovely 
ladies to accompany them dur- 
ing a recent Sunday to watch 
eagles soaring above the Mis- 
sissippi near Alton, I could not 
turn down an opportunity to do 
something — especially some- 
thing I might have enjoyed in 
my youth. 

OK, so we did not see any 
eagles, but that did not dimin- 
ish the trip from Belleville to 
Alton because the drive was 
not all on the interstate and 
allowed me to verify a 
thought ‘t 

While my passengers were 
more conscious of the sky and 
road signs, I found myself 
while moving through the vari- 
ous communities either to and 
from Alton noticing few if any 
youngsters shooting a- basket- 
ball at an outdoor hoop. 


Take a look sometime and 
count the number of basketball 
rims you find within a few 
miles in a community. Believe 
me, there are many, and they 


are not there just to elevate 


the price of a house. 
Notice also that I failed to 
ention school playgrounds 


two baskets. Yet, I never saw. | 
one youngster with ball in 
hand on a pavement. 


Sure, I know it’s winter, but ° 
agam I thought of my youth 
when I spent endless hours 
alone or with friends playing 
basketball..Sometimes I even 
hoped for cold weather so the 
ground would freeze and per- 
fit easier dribbling that when 
the dirt had turned to mud and 
forced me to find a pavement 
or even gravel court on which 
to play. 

During my high school days, 
some observers may have 
thought I’d been better at 
eagle watching than basketball 
shooting, but a part of my 
problem was that the hoop at 
my home was attached to a 
garage just beneath the apex 
of the roof. That allowed just 
enough room for a ball to fit 
above the rim’s 10-foot -height 
but not much more. 

Rebounding thus became my 
ticket to college basketball, 
where in the early 1960s shoot- 
inj reentages of 40 from the 
field and 70 from the foul line 
were common. 

Consider then that more than 
35 years later, after all the so- 
called “advancement” in the 

hysical skills of athletes, col- 

ege teams still are satisfied 
with those 40-70 figures. Specif- 
ically, the NCAA recently 
reported that men’s Division I 
teams were at a national aver- 
age of just under 42 percent 

from the field and just over 70 

percent from the stripe 


Realize there are more than 
300 Division I teams, and for 
every effort like the 44 percent 
(24 of 54 from the field) by 
Saint Louis University in a 
77-60 victory’ over Alabama- 
Birmingham, there’s the other 
side like UAB’s 36 percent (21 
of 57). 

If you wish to use weight-lift- 
ing (as I once did) or the 
3-point line and-its temptations 
as excuses for lower shooting 
percentages, please note tht 
during an 8'-minute stretch of 
the second half at St. Louis, 
UAB went scoreless. 

The answer? It’s obvious. 
Players do not practice shoot- 
ing enough. Basketball, from 
high school to college to the 
pros, has become a power 
game where the focus is on the 
in-your-face dunk rather than 
on the jump shot. 2 

If you think poor officiating 
or defenders bumping shooters 
contributes to the shooting 
demise, how do you account 
for the horrid free-throw shoot- 
ing? It’s low on all levels of 
the boys and men’s games, 

even for winners like Collins- 

ville, with 19 of 28 in a 58-52

Adequate shelter, food and 
water are some of the necessi 
ties for the animals and are 
required by the state of Illi- 
nois, said Pat Jones shelter 
director for the Madison Coun- 
ty Humane Society 

“When it's extremely cold 
outside, you need to have an 
alternative place (for the pet 
to stay), like the garage or 
basement,’’ Jones said 

Robert Golding, an animal 
abuse investigator for the 
Humane Society, said it’s just 
“common sense’’ when it 
comes to caring for your pets. 

“In this weather, they need 
adequate shelter. I don’t care 
if the dog is a malamute or a 











chow, they need to at least 
have shelter accessible,” Gol- 
ding, said.

An airplane crash Wednes- 
day afternoon in the median of 
Interstate 64 (Highway 40) in 
Chesterfield Valley seriously 
injured three men, with the 
pilot and others emerging as 
heroes. 

Emergency workers praised 
the action of the pilot in avoid- 
ing a potential catastrophe — 
the plane didn’t collide with 
any cars or nearby property 
on the heavily traveled road. 

Others commended four 
medical personnel who stopped 
to help victims of the crash. 

In the plane were pilot and 
plane co-owner Daniel Cross, 
53, of Jennings; co-pilot Daniel 
Triska, 38, of St. Louis; and a 
passenger, Roland Eckstein, 
46, of St. Charles 

As of Friday, Cross was m 
critical but stable condition; 
Triska was in satisfactory con- 
dition; and Eckstein was in 
serious but stable condition, 
said Regina DeLuca, a spokes- 
woman for St. John’s Mercy 
Medical Center in Creve 
Coeur, where the men are 
recuperating. 

Within seconds of the crash, 
four medical personnel 
three women and a man — 
driving on I-64 stopped to help 
the injured. 

“When I got to the scene, 
these four people had victims 
covered up with blankets and 
were administering help,” said 
Dick Hrabko, director of avia- 
tion for St. Louis County 

“They showed great profes- 
sionalism and compassion,” he 
said. ‘I really think the excel- 
lent emergency treatment by 
these folks — before the para- 
medics arrived — hada lot to 
do with the men’s survival.” 
Westbound I-64 lanes were 
closed about 1.5 hours, and 
eastbound lanes were restrict- 
ed to one lane. The plane 
wreckage w removed 
Wednesday evening, said Set.

A distr call came into the 
Chesterfield Fire Protection 
District at 2:19 p.m.

It indicated that a plane had 
suddenly crashed in the high- 
way median about a mile and 
3 half east of Spirit Airport, 
‘and just east of the Chester- 
field Airport Road exit off the 
highway 

Ynterstate 64, at that loca- 
tion, includes two eastbound 
and’ westbound lanes, and a 
wide grassy median. 

Firefighters from Chester- 
field, Cottleville and Metro 
West fire protection districts 
responded, 

The four-passenger, single- 
engine ¢ Beechcraft Debonair 
private airplane apparently 
was approaching Spirit from 
the east, Goodson said. 

“For whatever.reason, the 
pilot was attempting to make 
it to the airport on a normal 
approach, but obviously came 
up short and had to land on 
the median,’” Goodson said. 

“Some witnesses have said 
the engine wasn’t running, and 
the plane dropped straight 
down,’’ he said 

Firefighters used rescue 
tools to free one of the men, 
Goodson said.

Ramadan marks

Dec. 31 isn’t just the end 
of the year, it’s the start of 
Ramadan 

Ramadan is a month of 
fasting and one of the most 
important events in the 
Islamic calendar 

It is an opportunity for 
Moslems to emplesize piety 
and charity to the poor, said 
Shah Ahmed, a Chesterfield 
resident and member of the 
Islamic Foundation of St 
Louis. Approximately 15,000 
Moslems live in the St. Louis 
area. 

“Among the five funda- 
mental principles of Islam, 
fasting occupies third place 
by its importance,” she said 

“Since Moslems go by a 
lunar calendar, Ramadan 
actually begins with the 
sighting of the moon in the 
western horizon immediately 
after sunset on the 31st,” 
Ahmed said. ‘‘For us, the 
month of Ramadan denotes 
the beginning of the prophet 
Mohammed’s divine mission, 
with the revelations sent 
down by God through the 
angel Gabriel.”” 

For Moslems, Ramadan’s 
fasting is almost all encom- 
passing. They abstain not 
just from food and drink but 
also from sexual activities, 
bad habits such as smoking, 
and bad feelings such as 
anger and ackbiting 
between dawn and sunset 
each day 

“Similar to traditions of 
Judaism and Christianity, 
fasting for Moslems pro- 
motes righteousness and 
self-discipline,"” Ahmed said. 

“Tt is an exercise of reli- 
gious devotion, with cheerful 
and willing renunciation of 
all appetites of the flesh,” 
she said. ‘It doesn’t aim at 
inflicting punishment, but at 
strengthening our morality

and self-control, and deep: 
our consciousness of God.”” 

During Ramadan, there 
are extra congregational 
prayers during evenings, 
when the Koran — the Mos- 
lem holy book — is recited 
by the mosque’s prayer 
leader. There is more social- 
ization among the congrega- 
tion, as members gather at 
the mosque to break the dai- 
ly fast, Ahmed said. 

“fxtra charity to the poor 
is given during the month of 
Ramadan,’’ she said.’ ““We 
are told to give 2.5 percent 
of our net wealth to the 
poor, and people are more 
cordial, friendly and ready 
to do good 

“For us, fasting is an 
expression of solidarity with 
the poor, the family and the 
whole society,’’ she said. “‘It 
instills in the rich the virtue 
of mercy and gives them a 
firsthand experience of the 
hunger of the poor around 
them.’’ 

Ahmed enjoys the 
strengthening of family. ties 
during Ramadan. 

“The family fasts, 
and prays together,’’ 
said. 

‘After lasting 29 days, the 
end of Ramadan will be cel- 
ebrated with a festival 
called ‘‘Eid.””

“It is an occasion of hap-

Volkswagen's 
New Beetle 


New vehicles, concepts 
unvelled at auto show 


By Tom Strongman 





The North American International Auto Show (NAIAS), which ran 
Jan. 10 through 19 in Detroit, may have been the best auto show in the 
history of the Motor City. 

There was good news in every segment, from concept cars with bod- 
ies made of recyclable plastic to Volkwagen's New Beetle, the unqual- 
ified winner of the nostalgia award. 

Volkswagen first gave the public a glimpse of its whimsical Beetle 
Concept 1 four years ago at this show, and the clamor was so great it 
had to be built, VW officials said. Constructed on a Golf chassis, the 
New Beetle is a front-engine, front-wheel-drive four-seater that has air 
bags, air conditioning and a bud vase on the dash to remind us of the 
very first Bug 

Priced at $15,200, plus a $500 delivery fee, it goes on sale in March 

Sports cars, too, are alive and well: Witness Porsche's new 911, 
BMW's hardtop M Coupe and Mazda's all-new Miata 

Mercury brought the Cougar back as a two-door sports coupe built 
on the Contour platform. Sporting New Edge design, the Cougar 
shares 70 percent of its parts with the Contour, including the 170-horse- 
power Duratec V-6 and the base Zetec four-cylinder with 125 horses. 
Look for it in showrooms this spring. 

Pickup trucks? Chevrolet and GMC gave the public its first look at 


(thinly disguised versions of their 1999 full-size trucks that will be out 


this fall.

The Grand Am is Pontiac's best-selling vehicle, and Oldsmobile 
expects the Alero to become its biggest seller. Alero takes the place of 
the defunct Achieva. Each car is available with a standard 2.4-liter, 
twin-cam four-cylinder or a 170-horse, 3.4-liter V-6. 4, 
Toyota's mid-size sport coupe, the Solara, comes from the Camry 


chassis. It has four-cylinder or V-6 engines, and is aimed at empty- 
nesters who want a fun car now that the kids have grown, accord- 
ing to Toyota. Look for it in August 

Going upscale, luxury sedans were also abundant. Chrysler res- 
urrected its 300 designation with the 300M, a high-performance, 
European-handling sedan derived from the 1998 Chrysler Concorde 
It has 253 horsepower, leather seats and the Autostick transmission 

The Chrysler LHS gets the same engine, a touring suspension, 
new instrumentation and a bold grill. 

The 1998 Cadillac Seville, which began trickling into showrooms 
in December, took the stage in Detroit after being introduced in the 
fall overseas. 

With a base price of $32,045, the new Lexus RX 300 sport-utility 
vehicle is a formidable challenge to the truck-based SUVs already 
in the segment. The RX 300 rides and handles like a car, yet has the 
functionality of an SUV. It is powered by a 3.0-liter, V-6 engine and 
is available in front-wheel drive or four-wheel drive. 

Saab's 9-5 and 9-3 models will replace the 9000 and 900 models 
The 9-5 is bigger and stronger than the 9000, while the 9-3 is an evo- 
lution of the sport-utility. The ML 430, priced under $45,000; goes on 
sale later this year. Production of the M-Class at the factory in 
Alabama has been increased to 80,000 to accommodate heavy 
demand_as well as production of the V-8 model 

The lavish Maybach sedan concept was on display, giving people 
a look at what an ultra-luxury car would be like should Mercedes 
decide to build one 

Other notables: Honda gave a peek at what its full-size minivan 
will be like with the MV-99 concept. Take away the fancy interior 
and some exterior body cladding, and you can see what the 1999 
production model will look like. 

Acura pulled the sheets off of its TL-X sedan, another barely dis- 
pulsed concept of the next generation TL sedan that is due in the 
all 

As if they were reading the public’s mind, numerous manufac- 
turers used this show as a chance to showcase low-emission vehi- 
cles and those with hybrid power plants. Ford said its sport-utility 
vehicles (Explorer, Mountaineer, Expedition, Navigator), plus the 
Windstar minivan, will be sold nationally in 1999 as low-emission 
vehicles. They will not only beat the emission standards for trucks, 
they will be cleaner than most passenger cars on the road, accord- 
ing to Ford. 

General Motors unveiled new versions of its electric EV1 car and 
S10 pickup that had nickel-metal-hydride batteries that double the 
current vehicle driving range. It also revealed hybrid concepts that 
use auxiliary power sources to provide electricity and give a dr 
ving range similar to that of a regular vehicle. The hybrid vehicles 
will not be ready for another three or more years 
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The long-lost Volkswagen Beetle will be one of the 
centers of Renee at the a eae = ee 
International Auto w coming ‘y.
